A 10-YEAR-OLD boy was grabbed 
near a doctors’ surgery in Haver¬ 
hill yesterday 

The assault happened in 
Greenfields Way, shortly before 
the police were called at around 
4.10pm. 

The boy had run home to report 
that a man had run up behind 
him, grabbed his back and tried 
to pull his trousers down. 

Suffolk police said the young¬ 
ster had been close to the doctors’ 
surgery when he was grabbed and 
are asking anyone who was in the 
area between 3.15pm and 4.30pm 
to come forward. 

A police cordon was still in 
place this morning around a foot¬ 
path on Greenfields Way while 
officers carried out an investiga¬ 
tion. 

Howard Lay, chief executive 
of Samuel Ward Academy Trust, 
said: “We are aware of an incident 
at Greenfields Way on Wednesday 
night and we have sent out a mes¬ 
sage to all our schools in the town 
informing them. 

“We will be working closely with 
police to support their enquiries.”

The man is described as black, 
possibly in his 30s or 40s, of aver¬ 
age build and wearing a dark coat 
and jeans. 

Officers would like to talk to 
anyone who was there, regardless 
of whether they think they saw 
anything or not, and would also 
like to speak to anyone who may 
have seen a man meeting the de¬ 
scription in the area around that 
time, or anyone with information 
about who he is.

This is the fourth time this year 
a child has been approached in 
Haverhill. 

In February two 12 year-old 
boys and two 13-year-old girls re¬ 
ported being followed by a man 
on their way to school in consec¬ 
utive days. 

Back in April, a young girl also 
reported that a person followed 
her home from school while she 
was walking down Chalkstone 
Way in Haverhill.

Mayor to help 
‘sort out’ A1307

CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S new 
mayor would work across 
county borders to upgrade 
the A1307 to Haverhill, which 
he admits “should have hap¬ 
pened years ago”. 

Despite this, improvement 
work on the major route 
linking Haverhill with Cam¬ 
bridge does not feature in 
Mayor James Palmer’s list of 
priorities for his first 100 days 
in office, which he outlined 
at a meeting in Cambridge 
on May 11. 

Speaking at the Amazon 
development centre, Mayor 
Palmer, the newly-elected 
mayor of the Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough combined 
authority, said improving the 
road was not on his list of im¬ 
mediate priorities for his first 
100 days in office, but admit¬ 
ted the route was a “prob¬ 
lem” that needed sorting out. 

Mayor Palmer said: “It may 
be something that Suffolk 
can bring to me. Colin No¬ 
ble (leader of Suffolk County 


Council) I know very well 
and I have an excellent work¬ 
ing relationship with him. 
If necessary, we will work 
across boundaries with any 
authority. 

“I want councils to bring 
me schemes. Improving the 
A1307 should have hap¬ 
pened years ago and I know 
that as much as anyone else. 
We know what should have 
happened, and we want to 
get all these problems sorted 
out.” 

Haverhill councillors have 
welcomed the different au¬ 
thorities’ commitment to 
working together, saying an 
improved A1307 would be 
a boost for both Cambridge 
and Haverhill. Cllr Tony 
Brown said that any long¬ 
term project should not de¬ 
tract from efforts to improve 
safety in the short term. 

He said: “It is a long-ne¬ 
glected corridor that has 
a huge impact, not just on 
Haverhill, but on Cambridge 
as well. People from Haver¬ 
hill service Babraham and 
Addenbrooke’s. I believe it is 


one of the most important 
corridors into Cambridge. 

“We need to make sure any 
safety improvements are not 
put on the back-burner. It is 
great they are pushing for a 
dual-carriageway but, with 
the best will in the world, 
that could be 10-15 years in 
the future. A twin-track ap¬ 
proach is needed to look at a 
long-term solution, but also 
to improve safety now.” 

Colin Noble, leader of 
Suffolk County Council, 
welcomed Mayor Palmer’s 
willingness to collaborate, 
saying improving the A1307 
was “vital” for Haverhill’s de¬ 
velopment. 

He said:” Haverhill is one 
of our priorities and we want 
to see the town grow and 
for it to grow economically. 
We know the link with Cam¬ 
bridge is vital for Haverhill. 
I understand it is not one of 
his priorities. This is a long¬ 
term project.” 

Cllr Noble said Mayor 
Palmer would be invited to 
participate in the council’s 
steering group for Haverhill.

Relief as council steps in 
to save Corn Exchange

EMERGENCY steps have been 
taken to save Haverhill’s crum¬ 
bling Corn Exchange from fall¬ 
ing into further disrepair. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council has served a legal no¬ 
tice on the building’s owner 
detailing repairs that need to be 
carried out. 

The urgent works notice gives 
the owner seven days to agree 
to undertake the repairs before 
the council carries out the work 
itself, recovering costs when the 
building is sold. 

Christine Leveson, principal 
conservation officer at St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Council, 
said: “This building is an im¬ 
portant part of the history of 
Haverhill and a well-known 
local landmark. 

“Unfortunately, the sale of 
the building has been very slow 
and meanwhile the building is 
continuing to suffer. The coun¬ 
cil is therefore preparing to use 
its powers to get the building 


weather-tight and secure until 
such time as it is sold.” 

Haverhill town councillor 
Tony Brown said: “It’s a great 
move. It’s something we’ve 
been trying to get for nearly four 
years, some sort of order for the 
repairs to be undertaken. It has 
been a bit of a battle to get this 
done, I’m really happy the bor¬ 
ough managed to serve a notice 
on the owner.” 

The Corn Exchange, which 
lies within a conservation area 
on Withersfield Road, has been 
on the market for several years. 
A private buyer and the town 
council have put in bids to buy 
the Grade II listed property 
from the owner, but have yet to 
hear which bid has been suc¬ 
cessful. 

Colin Poole, clerk of Haverhill 
Town Council, said: “The town 
council welcomes this decisive 
action by the borough follow¬ 
ing months of stalemate with 
the owners. The town council 
remains committed to the pro¬ 
posal to purchase this building 
once the vendor is in a position 
to sell.”

Out-of-date baby 
milk angers mum

A MUM-OF-THREE was left 
horrified after being sold 
formula milk for her new¬ 
born that was six months 
out of date. 

Francesca Leegood, from 
Depden, near Wickham- 
brook, bought the milk at 
the Tesco superstore in 
Haverhill following a day out 
in the town with her family. 

Francesca’s son, Leighton, 
was just two days old when 
she first fed him the out-of- 
date Aptamil Profutura milk 
on April 11. 

Francesca, 31, said: 
“When you have a scream¬ 
ing, hungry baby you just 
grab what’s there. I had no 
sterilised bottles with me.” 

The formula, that went 
out of date on October 27, 
2016, was the last one on the 
shelf. 

To Francesca’s horror it 
wasn’t until last week, after 
she had already fed her son 
twice from the pack, that

she noticed the milk was six 
months out of date. 

A Tesco spokesperson 
said: “We are sorry that on 
this occasion we did not 
meet our own high stand¬ 
ards and on being made 
aware of the news, carried 
out a full date check on simi¬ 
lar products in the store. 


“We have apologised to 
the customer for the error 
and have offered a full re¬ 
fund and gesture of good¬ 
will.” 

Francesca said: “We are 
more resilient but a baby, to 
have something that far out 
of date must be bad. 

“It’s safe to say I feel let 
down by them. 

“I was really worried and 
angry as well. It’s my respon¬ 
sibility to make sure he’s OK. 
I felt I’d let him down by giv¬ 
ing him it.” 

After having the milk, 
Leighton was ill but Franc¬ 
esca admits she has no way 
to know for sure it was a re¬ 
sult of drinking the milk. 

She said: “He was quite 
sick. I can’t blame it solely 
on that [the milk].” 

Francesca also praised 
staff at the Haverhill store for 
being “very helpful” when 
she took the milk back.

A GREAT-GRANDMOTHER faced 
her worst fear by completing an ab¬ 
seil she never meant to sign up for 
- and said it was “a complete night¬ 
mare”. 

When Rose Felloni, from Haver¬ 
hill, tried to sign up to ride the hel- 
ter skelter at the London Olympic 
Park, she was in fact looking at the 
previous year’s event, and found 
herself enrolled on what would 
prove to be a terrifying abseil down 
the ArcelorMittal Orbit, Britain’s 
largest piece of public art. 


event, she said she would do it 
blindfolded so she wouldn’t have to 
see how high up she was. 

The 71-year-old successfully ab¬ 
seiled down the 114.5m tall metal 
sculpture on Saturday - but hated 
every second. 

Having had her feet firmly on the 
ground for just five minutes, Rose 
said: “It was just awful, I have never 
been so frightened in my life. 

“My legs froze, and I couldn’t let 
go of the top. 

“They had us abseil down in 
pairs. The girl I went with started 
the descent first, but I was the first 
down -1 hurried down that thing as 



fast as my little arms would let me. 

“It was a complete nightmare, 
but once you’ve committed you’ve 
got to go through with it.”

Prader-Willi Syndrome is a ge¬ 
netic condition which prevents the 
brain from registering when a per¬ 
son is full and leads to a feeling of 
perpetual hunger. 

Rose is hoping to raise £800 from 
the event for the association. 

She said she wanted to raise 
funds to help other families affect¬ 
ed by the condition who could feel 


isolated. 

Money would also go towards 
research being carried out at Cam¬ 
bridge University into Prader-Willi 
Syndrome.

Service expands to meet growing 
number wanting benefits advice 


A GROWING number of can¬ 
cer patients at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital are seeking welfare 
benefits advice. 

The Macmillan welfare ad¬ 
vice service at the hospital 
is now doubling its opening 
hours to support those in fi¬ 
nancial distress. 

Research by the charity 
and the University of Bristol 
Personal Finance Research 
Centre has revealed that can¬ 
cer costs patients an average 
of £570 a month through lost 
income, hospital travel costs, 
increased heating bills and 
parking charges. 

The Suffolk Macmillan 
Welfare Rights Advice Service 
launched at Addenbrooke’s 
last September as a new part¬ 
nership between Macmillan 
and Suffolk County Council. 

A service adviser visits the 
hospital every Wednesday to 
offer free and confidential 
support to patients and their 
families and will now also at¬ 
tend on Thursdays. 

The charity says that in the 
first four months of the ser¬ 
vice it supported 61 people.

By the end of March this had 
risen to 117 people. 

Cathy Cunningham-Elliot, 
Macmillan Benefits Advice 
Service manager at Suffolk 
County Council, said: “We’ve 
recognised there’s a real need 
for specialist welfare benefits 
advice at Addenbrooke’s.” 

“Our advisers are making a 
huge difference to the people 
they see but we need to go 
further to help the growing 
numbers coming to us for 
support. We’ll be extending 
our opening hours so we can 
attend the hospital on Thurs¬ 
days too.” 

Between September and 
the end of March, the service 
helped people access more 
than £3,000 in Macmillan 
Grants and £250,000 in ongo¬ 
ing benefit gains. 

“People underestimate 
the financial impact of can¬ 
cer,” Ms Cunningham-Elliot 
added. “Our work shows that 
often they don’t understand 


or aren’t aware of the range of 
financial support that could 
be available to them. 

“Lots of people may not 
have had previous interac¬ 
tion with the benefits system 
so we let them know what 
they’re entitled to.” 

The service recently 
achieved the Advice Qual¬ 
ity Standard (AQS), a mark of 
quality for independent ad¬ 
vice organisations. 

Wendy Bailey, Macmil¬ 
lan’s service project manager, 
said: “The award is a fantastic 
endorsement of the service 
and the people delivering 
it here at Addenbrooke’s. It 
highlights that we’re reaching 
people at the right time in the 
right place to minimise their 
financial stress. 

“By sending an adviser to 
the hospital twice a week, we 
can now provide even more 
people affected by cancer in 
our community.”

When tweets 
become "twibels" 


Michael Frape, a 
Partner at Ashtons 
Legal, offers some 
advice from a legal 
perspective. 


Every business using social media should 
get to grips with publishing law and 
advertising regulations if they are to avoid 
reputation-damaging incidents. 

The reminder follows the news that 
columnist Katie Hopkins was recently 
refused leave to appeal against a recent 
High Court libel verdict, where she was 
found to have published defamatory 
Tweets, or what's been coined a Twibel'. 

Anyone using social media is a publisher, 
putting information out into the public 
domain, but unlike newspapers and book 
publishers, most businesses don't have a 
good understanding of publishing law and 
how to avoid breaching it. Similarly, many 
businesses are not considering how their 
social media posts may breach advertising 
regulations, as the boundaries between 
paid-for advertising and other forms of 
communication become more blurred. 

For Katie Hopkins, the Tweets she posted 
that were found to be defamatory implied 
that prominent poverty campaigner 
and writer Jack Monroe had defaced 
a war memorial, in a case of mistaken 
identity. Monroe offered her the chance to 
apologise publicly or face legal action, but 
Hopkins refused. When the case reached 
the High Court, the Tweets were found to 
have caused 'serious' harm to Monroe's 
reputation and Hopkins was ordered to 
pay damages of £24,000. In addition to 
that and of far greater concern to Hopkins 
will have been being ordered to pay 
Monroe's legal costs, which are thought to 
be a six figure sum. 

In deciding the case, the court had to 
determine whether the tweets met the 
requirement for harm that is set out in 
the Defamation Act 2013. Experts say the 
ruling is the most important case to date 
involving libel on social media. 

"Controlling social media content is a 
huge issue for business," says Michael 
Frape, "Staff could learn from the 26-point 
guide on how to use Twitter, published 
by the High Court as an appendix to its 
official ruling in the Hopkins case, which 
provides a summary of how the platform 
works. It makes for useful reading, even 
for those who think themselves experts, 
as a reminder of who will receive postings 
when tweeting, re-tweeting or replying."

DRIVERS have three weeks to 
go before Insurance Premium 
Tax rises yet again, from 10 per 
cent to 12 per cent. 

Amanda Stretton, former 
racing driver and motoring 
editor at Confused.com, 
discusses how this will impact 
car insurance prices: 

"All new car insurance 
policies and renewals from 
June 1 could see the 2 per cent 
rise in Insurance Premium 
Tax add an average of £16 to 
drivers' annual car insurance 
costs. This will likely increase 
the average premium to £797 
from £781 (Confused.com's car 
insurance price index). 

"It's easy to see why 
drivers are so upset about yet 
another IPT rate rise since 
it has doubled in the last 18 
months. There are many factors 
influencing the rise in car 
insurance prices but, to put the 
IPT rate rise into context, the 
average premium was £629 in 
October 2015 when IPT was 
just 6 per cent. 

"And with drivers having 
to bear the additional brunt 
of recent changes to the 
Ogden tax, we expect average 
insurance premiums will be on 
course to hit £1,000 by the end 
of next year."

Figures show rise in 
drink-drive collisions 


ROAD SAFETY and breakdown 
organisation GEM Motoring 
Assist is urging motorists to steer 
clear of alcohol before journeys 
this summer. The call comes as 
new government figures show 
drink-drive collisions are on the 
rise. 

May 10 marked the 50th 
anniversary of the introduction 
of an alcohol limit for drivers. 
Provisional figures from the 
Department for Transport 
suggest that 1,380 people were 
killed or seriously injured in 
collisions where at least one 
driver was over the limit - an 
increase of five per cent. There 
has also been a three per cent 
increase in drink-drive casualties 
of all severities, with an estimate 
of 8,480. 

"Too many people lose their 
lives or suffer serious injuries 
because someone else chose 
to drive after drinking. If you 
suspect a colleague, friend or 
neighbour is drink-driving, 
report your concerns to the 
police, or contact Crimestoppers 
(0800 555 111, crimestoppers- 
uk.org), anonymously." 


THE election of the Mayor of 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
generated some lively campaigning, 
not least from the independent 
candidate, local businessman Peter 
Da we.

The practical details are 
straightforward: the eBike has a 250W 
brushless rear motor and is powered 
by a lithium battery which takes 
four hours to charge (closer to six if 
it needs a 100 per cent recharge). It 
has a 35-mile range with a top speed 
of 16mph. There's built-in front and 
rear LED lights which you activate

via push-buttons on an LED display 
panel on the left handlebar. The panel 
shows which of three speed modes 
you're in and how much battery 
power you have left. 

Each speed mode affects your 
range - in 'High' mode you're going 
to run the battery down faster than 
in the middle mode, and much more 
quickly than in eco/low mode, so that 
35-mile range would come down 
to something closer to 20 miles if 
you stay in top gear. This more rapid 
battery drain incentivises you to 


/times 

carefully. If you're in a hurry, the 
charge goes down much faster, so it's 
not a bad idea to factor in extra time 
so you can travel further more slowly. 
And why not, if you have time to 
enjoy the view...? 

Looks-wise the eBike is smart and 
functional. The saddle is comfortable 
and all the instrumentation is easy to 
use, even in the dark. It's hard not to 
feel familiar with the set-up even after 
a couple of hours, and it's easy to ride 
and control. 

In terms of effort, you don't have to 
actually push - you turn the wheels 
to keep the electric power in play, 
but you don't need much muscle 
power to turn the pedals. If you do 
pedal as per a conventional bike your 
legs meet minimal resistance, akin to 
what pedalling is like when the chain 
comes off. This inertia is peculiar to 
start with but, with familiarity, makes 
eBike cycling rather graceful, except 
when you're setting off. It takes a 
second for the electric power to kick 
in, so you're working the pedals and 


for a moment there's no response, 
then the motor kicks in and you're 
away. 

The eBike is suitable for all ages, 
though at 25kg needs a bit of oomph 
to lift, but the rack above the rear 
wheel helps to lift it over kerbs, and 
the stand makes it easy to park up. It's 
simple to get the battery pack out and 
put it back. The charging-up process 
is very straightforward. There's 
nothing here likely to go wrong and 
the Chinese OEM has made it as easy 
as possible to operate and run. 

As cycleway networks expand 
and links between villages and city 
are enhanced, electric cycles offer 
excellent value for money while 
ensuring that trips to and from the 
workplace mean never having to 
break sweat. The eBike qualifies for 
the government-backed Cycle to 
Work scheme for employees. 

But regardless of whether you're a 
business or a private user, the eBike 
has considerable merit and marks 
a new and more affordable era for 
existing and new cyclists. 


Stylish with plenty of room 


M ENTION a new car is 87mm 
wider, has a wheelbase 
increased by 95mm but 
overall is 2mm shorter than the model 
it replaces yet there's bags more 
room inside and most punters will be 
left confused and perhaps unable to 
comprehend what's going on. 

The answer is to sit inside the all- 
new SEAT Ibiza supermini and the 
penny will drop. 

However, UK motorists will have 
to wait until July to find out for 
themselves as that's when the fifth 
generation Ibiza arrives. 

But most people will be impressed 
because the new five-door Ibiza - the 
three-door and ST estate versions 
have been dropped from the range - 
is the roomiest in the supermini class 
and along with its stylish looks and 
vastly improved interior furnishings 
and fittings it sets new levels for a car 
in this class. 

Much of the extra space is due to 
the car's new platform - it's called the 
MQB A0 and SEAT is the first to use it 
in the Volkswagen Group - and with a 
body that is 30 per cent stronger, the 
latest Ibiza has a far more solid feel 
about it out on the road. 

SEAT is lucky in being part of the 
Volkswagen empire since it can let 
its parents do all the engineering and 
technical homework on engines, 
chassis and the like and then cream 
off what it wants. 

That allows the SEAT designers to 
come up with attractive looks and 
smarter interior layouts for their own 
brand of cars. 

A simple solution of course and one 
that has paid big dividends for the 
Spanish car maker, originally regarded

as a lame duck when VW took it over 
back in 1986. 

Last year SEAT posted its best ever 
sales figures and Britain overtook 
Spain and Germany as the biggest 
selling country for the brand. 

The sales surge is continuing and in 
April SEAT became the fastest growing 
marque in the UK with year on year 
sales up 12 per cent. 

With 3,926 registrations in the bag 
during the month it outpaced the likes 
of Honda and even MINI. 

Relying on VW powertrains the 
new Ibiza has the 'in-house' three- 
cylinder 1.0-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine with a choice of 74, 94 or 
114bhp outputs plus a new 1.5-litre 
petrol engine offering 148bhp which 
appears in the 'go-faster' FR model. 

That version will naturally appeal 
to the younger brigade, particularly 
as SEAT says there are no plans for a 
sports Cupra edition in the new Ibiza 
range. 

Most of the new line-up has a five- 


speed manual gearbox, although the 
quicker versions do have a six-speed 
transmission, while the trim levels 
remain much as in the current SEAT 
model ranges, starting with the S, 
then SE, then the SE Technology with 
a choice of 74 or 94bhp followed by 
the more sporty FR trio and a pair of 
the top spec XCELLENCE models. 

With the new engines and the new 
chassis the quality and refinement of 
the drive and ride are far better than 
on previous generations. 

SEAT bosses expect the SE 
Technology model with the 1.0-litre 
94bhp engine under the bonnet 
and coming in at £15,255 to be the 
linchpin in the new range - and it's 
easy to see why because it has the 
ideal combination for most drivers in 
terms of performance and satisfaction. 

It clocks in with an acceleration of 0 
to 62mph of 10.9 seconds, combined 
fuel consumption of 60.1 mpg, C02 
of 106k/km, sits in VED Band E, 
insurance group 11 and with a BiK 


rating of 20 per cent. 

It's also exceptionally well 
equipped sitting on 15-inch alloy 
wheels and comes with LED daytime 
running lights, leather steering wheel, 
split fold rear seat (boot space is up 
to 355 litres on this new model), a 
five-inch colour touch infotainment 
screen, steering wheel mounted 
controls and plenty more. 

For a driver looking for a cheaper 
option then the entry-level 1.0-litre 
74bhp Ibiza S at £13,130 is a decent 
enough buy. 

Naturally the 94bhp engine has the 
edge on the 74bhp engine in terms of 
extra performance but both are quiet 
and refined out on the road. 

Obviously, the sporty new 1.5-litre 
148bhp engine will appeal more to 
the enthusiastic driver and again with 
the six-speed gear change it gives 
a stronger performance, including 
competence when driven hard round 
twisty, country up and down roads. 

The Ibiza FR (also available with the 
1.0-litre 94bhp and 114bhp engines 
and a DSG auto box) sits on better 
gripping 17-inch alloy wheels, has 
sports suspension plus, on the auto 
models, steering wheel mounted 
gearshift paddles. It also has a few 
more extras as standard inside with an 
eight-inch touch screen media system. 

Top of the range is the XCELLENC 
with the 94bhp output 1.0-litre 
engine and comes in at £17,310. 

The new Ibiza not only looks more 
classy but with that new chassis 
and those excellent performing 
VW 1.0-litre engines it drives and 
behaves much, much better than ever 
before. It's come a long way from Mr 
Giugiaro's original 30 odd years back.

But with Rowe Racing BMW driv¬ 
er Jens Klingmann unable to race at 
Silverstone, the West Wratting driver 


was brought in as a late replacement 
and did a steady job behind the 
wheel of his BMW M6, bringing the 
car home seventh. 

Having qualified 32nd, Sims’ per¬ 
formance capped an impressive 
comeback drive from the whole 
team. 

The #63 Grasser Racing Team 
Lamborghini won, followed by the 
#84 Mercedes in second and the #90 
Mercedes in third. 

Sims, 29, said: “I’m very pleased to 
be here at Silverstone, it’s quite an 


easy track for me to jump into and 
just drive. 

“I know it very well and, having 
driven the M6 here last year, it wasn’t 
too much of an issue to jump into 
and go.” 

Sims’ co-driver Philipp Eng took 
the first stint and charged through 
the field to 13th place, aided in part 
by two safety-car periods. 

Maxim Martin continued the 
good work in the #99 car and got up 
to sixth, albeit 10 seconds behind 
the top five. 


Sims took over after the second 
and final pit-stop still sixth but with 
too much of a gap to overhaul the 
fifth-placed #8 Bentley Continen¬ 
tal of Vince Abril, Andy Soucek and 
Maxime Soulet. 

He then lost sixth to the #50 Fer¬ 
rari of Michele Rugolo two laps from 
the finish as he began to struggle on 
his tyres. 

“Ultimately we’ve got to be happy 
with that comeback from outside 
the top 30 to inside the top 10,” said 
Sims. 


“It was a shame to lose sixth place 
two laps from the end, but we had 
a bit of a drop in the tyres and we 
couldn’t hold on to the pace we had 
earlier in the stint. 

“The Ferrari was just stonkingly 
fast. It was really doing some good 
lap times and I couldn’t keep it 
behind. 

“We had a perfectly clean race 
which is good, and it’s always nice 
to know you maximised everything 
you had.”
